Mr. Stephens has several times said and 
repeats it, where is the first blow up te this 
time we have struck for the maintainance of 
Democratic ‘principle, or against the princi- 
ples of Radicalism. At first we were unable 
to think Mr: Stephens in earnest in this. Its 
absurdity was superlative.
